The materials necessary for the compilation of these Statistics 
were obtained by members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
Metropolitan Police, who discharged this important duty with 
zeal and efficiency. 

The Abstracts, which have been carefully compiled from sum- 
maries made by the Enumerators, may in some slight degree differ 
from the revised figures which will be subsequently published. 

The following Table shows, by Provinces, the total extent (in Division 
statute acres), under Crops, Grass, Fallow, Woods and Plantations,

There was a decrease in Leinster, of 9,93S acres, 
or 08 per cent. ; in Ulster, of 24,141 acres, or 1*5 per cent. ; anrl 
in Munster, of 11,171 acres, or 0*9 per cent. ; with an increase in 
Connaught of 4,993 acres, or 0 - S per cent.

In 1897 the extent returned under grass was 10,402,310 acres 
in 1898 the amount returned is 10,109,540 acres, beiDg an increase' 
of 7,286 acres ; the extent returned as fallow in 1897 was 
19,975 acres, and in 189S, 16,857 acres; the extent under woods 
and plantations was 307,411 acres in 1897, and 307,943 acres in 
189S ; and the exteut returned under “ Turf Bog, Marsh, Barren 
Mountain Land, fee.,” was 4,798,012 acres in 1897, and 4,834,249 
acres in 1898, being an increase of 85,637 acres ; of the acreage 
thus returned in 1898, 1,106,833 acres have been entered by the 
enumerators as turf bog, 416,302 acres as marsh, and 2,285,248 
acres as barren mountain land.

Cereal crops. Cereal Crops. — Compared with 1897 there appears an increase 
of 5,627 acres in the acreage under wheat ; a decrease of 9,S23 
acres under oats: a decrease of 12,500 acres under barley; a 
decrease of 675 acres under here and rye, and an increase of 432 
acres under beans and pease ; showing a net decrease of 16,939 
acres in the extent under cereal crops. 

Green Crops. — The extent under potatoes has decreased by 
12,304 acres ; that under turnips by 2,030 acres; and the extent 
under vetches and rape by 1,685 acres ; mangel wurzel has 
•increased by 1,292 acres ; cabbage by 3.694 acres, and carrots, 
parsnips, and other green crops by 612 acres, leaving a not 
decrease of 10,421 acres in the extent under green crops. 

Max. — The acreage under flax in 1S97 was 45,537 acres; 
the extent returned under this crop in 189S is 34.4S9 acres, 
being a decrease of 11.048 acres or 243 per cent. 

In the returns the area under meadow and clover is shown as the 
extent " For Hay only,” subdivided under the headings “ Clover, 
sainfoin, and grasses under rotation ” and “ Permanent pasture, 
or grass not broken v.p in rotation." The extent for hay under 
“ Clover, Sec.," in 1S97, was 037, 12S acres : this year it is 051,967 
acres, being an increase of 1 4,889 acres. The area for hay on per- 
manent. pasture in 1807 was 1,539,014 acres, and in 1898 it is 
1,522,326 acres, showing a decrease of 16,6S8 acres. There is, 
therefore, a decrease of 1,849 acres in the total area under 
meadow and clover.
